Havana Invested and Our Fleet 
Fired Upon— May Return the 
Fire at Any Moment. 

The President Calls For 125,000 
Volunteers.

The passage of the joint resolu- 
tions by Congress giving Spain 
notice that the hour had struck 
when she must q-jit her barbarous 
hold on Cuba, were signed by the 
presiding officers of both houses 
Tuesday. Wednesday Presi- 
dent McKinley affixed his signa- 
ture and they became operative. 
The Spanish Minister immediately 
demanded his passports and left 
Washington, taking refuge in Can 
ada. Thursday the resolutions 
were transmitted to Gen. Stewart 
Woodford, our Minister to 
Spain, but he was handed his pass- 
ports by the Spanish Government 
before he had an opportunity to 
present in a formal way the de- 
mand of the United States. This 
act on the part of Spain was con- 
sidered a practical declaration of 
war by our Government. Friday 
our Key West fleet was instructed 
to invest Havana, and before night 
fall the guns of our squadron were 
threatening the defenses of Cuba's 
Capital. The President has pro- 
claimed a blockade of all the ports 
of Cuba and Porto Rico, and our 
fleet will see to it that the block- 
ade is made effective. Already sev- 
eral unimportant captures of mer- 
chantmen have been made off the 
coast of Cuba by our naval vessels. 

The President has issued a call 
for 125,000 volunteers to serve for 
two years. Kentucky's quota un- 
der this call is 3,407 men. 

Nearly the entire standing awny 
of the United States is being con- 
d on the Southern coast, 
so as to be available for use in case 
of the invasion of Cuba. 

It must not be understood that 
the Spaniards are one whit behind 
us in active preparations for war.

A Killing in Bourbon. 

On last Wednesday afternoon a kill- 
ing occurred in Bourbon county with- 
in a fow yards of the Montgomery 
line and on tho farm of Esq . Jack 
Sharp. 

The parties to the difficulty are 
llrzekiah Utterback and bis son 
William on one side aud Dudley 
Clinkenbeard on the other. The diffi- 
culty arose over the plowing up of a 
passage way across laud which Mr. 
Sharp had rented to Mr. Clinken- 
beard, and across which laud Mr. 
Sharp had given the Utterback* a per- 
mit to travel.

Hczeklah Utter- 
back was shot in the baud and shoul- 
der by Clinkeubeard,|and that Clin- 
kenbeard was shot in the leg with a 
pistol and through the shoulder aud 
body by a Winchester rifle in the 
hands of Hezeklah Utterbaok. 

Mr. Clinkenbeard died iu a few 
minutes. The burial took place ou 
Thursday afternoon.
